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1 have spoken as. fayorably as I could of your efforts ; yet 
would not have you understand that I think the schools per- 
fect, but susceptible of some improvement. And for this 
purpose I would advise you to seize every opportunity to make 
your services more valuable. Go into each others’ schools ; 
and especially should young teachers visit the places where 
others more experienced are teaching. Visit the city schools, 
and try to go to some of the various educational conventions, 
and in every way possible endeavor to post yourselves in all 
that pertains to discipline and method of teaching. 


GENERAL REMARKS.

Another year has gone, and with it many opportunities for 
general improvement in our public schools. We have tried 
to bring them to a higher standard, and to have them better 
fill the vacancy which ought to be filled by their influence. 
Obstacles are found in the apathy of: parents, insufficient 

funds, and the ever changing of teachers. There have heen 
' several excellent terms, some fair ones, and but one failure. 
It was hoped a fall in prices would enable the school money 
to be spent to a better advantage; but as we still Lave to pay 
famine prices for provision, board and other necessary re- 
quirements are very high, and short schools are the result. 
The school tax is to be increased next year by one-fourth ; 
this, with the hoped - for reduction in prices, will secure teach- 
ers for a longer period. But in many districts this will only 
be a partial remedy which can be completed by efficient pri-— 
vate schools. ‘To get up a school of this kind, a popular, 
energetic, interested person should canvass the district, giving 
the wealthy a chance to subscribe first, whether they have 
children to send or not, and then present the schedule to the — 
teacher selected. Canvassing should not be required of 
teachers. 
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Eaton’s series of arithmetics are recommended. The books 
should be changed the coming year while favorable terms can 
be obtained of the publishers. 

_' More maps are needed, especially outline and a United 
States map in each school - house. 

Much has been said and written on the duties of prudential 
committee in relation to teachers; but it will bear rehearsal. 
The committee should never employ a person who has not 
taught successfully, except on trial, and especially if the school 
is large, with advanced scholars, shéuld the teacher be a good 
disciplinarian and bear an excellent reputation in other re- 
spects, or the money will be thrown away. But, says one, 
where will the teachers commence if none but the experienced 
ate to be employed? Let them begin with private schools, 
and if they show skill in teaching let them enter the public 
schools. 


It may be said that I have nothing to do with the academy, 
*~and of course I have not, except to desire its highest prosperi- 
ty. It has been in session a part of the year with success, 
and supplied means of instruction to many who probably 
would not have obtained it any where else. There are many 
more who should avail themselves of its privileges, and citi- 
zens located near should be willing to give it every aid and 
encouragement by letting rooms and furnishing board to stran- 
gers who would add much to the interest and pecuniary suc- 
cess of the institution. It still remains open for endowment, 
giving some noble-hearted man a chance to gain for himself 
infinite blessings, and greatly promote the intelligence of the 
community.
